Members  of  Class  '38: 

It  is  not  inappropriate  surely  that  at  such  a 
time  as  this  your  President  remind  you  of  what  the  Uni- 
versity has  sought  to  do  for  you  and  to  you  during  your 
sojourn  in  her  halls.   Her  constant  aim  has  been  to  keep 
you  submerged  in  a  stream  of  innumerable  influences  that 
would  gradually  so  modify  you  as  to  enable  you  to  approach 
life  with  the  "prepared  mind".   The  "prepared  mind"  is 
very  far  from  being  a  mind  trained  to  do  certain  tradi- 
tional routine  "stunts"  of  a  trade  or  of  a  profession  and 
to  utter  ready-made  conclusions.   On  the  contrary,  it  is 
a  mind  ready  and  eager  to  deal  with  the  facts  and  the  new 
situations  of  life  just  as  they  happen,  and  to  draw  from 
them  new  and  practical  conclusions.   After  all,  successful 
living  is  like  successful  democratic  government  "ad- 
ministration of  the  unforeseen".   The  chief  tools  of  dic- 
tatorships are  "canned  thinking",  half  truths,  and  false 
analogies.   The  "prepared  mind"  is  a  democratic  mind  and 
utterly  spurns  these  things. 

May  I  remind  you  that  if  you  are  going  to  do 
your  part  in  preserving  and  enhancing  democracy  in  Canada 
in  the  face  of  the  opposing  tendencies  that  now  obtain  in 
the  world,  you  must  prove  your  possession  of  the  "prepared 
mind"  in  the  most  effective  way  possible,  and  that  is,  of 
course,  by  employing  it  all  the  time. 
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For  bright  and  sparkling  ways  of  phrasing  my  general  message  to  you. 
see  the  Occidentalias  of  the  last  ten  years.  Graduating  classes  change  in  the 
main  from  year  to  year  but  the  sentiments  with  which  we  bow  them  out  into 
the  world  of  life  and  real  police  apparently  go  on  forever.  The  most  of  you 
have  "fought  a  good  fight,"  no  holds  barred,  and  will  "finish  your  course." 
We  all  hope  that  you  will  find  a  fate  that  is  kind  and  that,  introducing  into 
your  dealings  with  fellow  individuals  a  respect  for  probity  and  honor  that 
apparently  is  fast  disappearing  from  international  relations,  you  will  win  for 
yourselves  a  success  that  is  better  than  much  fine  gold.  If  you  don't,  your 
Alma  Mater  will  make  the  generous  gesture  of  a  willingness  to  accept  at  most 
a  half  of  the  responsibility.

There  is  one  safe  rule  which  I  will  venture 
to  lay  down  for  your  guide  in  every  professional 
act,  involving  the  immediate  relation  with  the 
object  of  your  care;  so  plain  that  it  may  be 
sneered  at  as  a  truism,  but  so  difficult  to  follow 
that  he  who  has  never  broken  it  deserves 
canonizing  better  than  many  saints  in  the  calen- 
dar: A  PHYSICIAN'S  FIRST  DUTY  IS  TO  HIS 
PATIENT;  HIS  SECOND  ONLY,  TO  HIMSELF. 
All  quackery  reverses  this  principle  as  its 
fundamental  axiom.  Every  practitioner  who  re- 
verses it  is  a  quack.  You  will  find  not  only  that 
this  principle  will  keep  you  in  the  great  high- 
way of  truth,  but  that  if  it  is  ever  a  question 
whether  you  must  leave  that  broad  path,  it  will 
serve  you  as  a  guide. 

One  other  counsel  I  would  offer  is  this:  Form 
a  distinct  PLAN  for  life,  including  duties  to  fulfil, 
virtues  to  practise,  powers  to  develop,  knowl- 
edge to  attain,  graces  to  acquire.  Circumstances  may  change  your  plan,  experi- 
ence may  show  that  it  requires  modification,  but  start  with  it  as  complete  as  if 
the  performance  were  sure  to  be  the  exact  copy  of  the  programme.

Life  is  indeed  a  book.  The  experience,  the  knowledge  gained  in  each  chapter  con- 
tributes to  the  enjoyment  of  each  succeeding  chapter. 

Think  what  little  meaning  a  story  would  have  for  us  if  we  should  begin  at  the  middle.  Our 
pleasure  would  be  lessened  through  our  unfamiliarity  with  the  characters,  through  lack  of 
insight  into  the  significance  and  meaning  of  incidents  that  appear  trivial  to  the  uninitiated. 
We  would  be  robbed  of  much  of  that  feeling  of  understanding,  even  comradeship,  that  arises 
from  our  association  with  the  characters.  From  the  time  they  first  appear  from  the  printed 
words  we  share  their  pleastires  and  their  sorrows,  smile  with  them  and  perhaps  shed  a  tear 
with  them,  growing  to  know  and  understand  them  better  with  the  turn  of  each  page.  When  the 
end  is  reached  we  close  the  book  with  a  sigh,  smiling  perhaps  or  gloomily  frowning.  It  matters 
not  which.  We  have  lived,  we  have  suffered,  we  have  loved,  we  have  hated.  Old  ideas  and 
opinions  are  thrown  aside  like  outgrown  garments  to  be  replaced  by  brighter  ones,  improved 
in  quality,  enlarged  to  our  increased  stature. 

Our  days  at  college  have  been  but  pages  in  a  chapter,  a  chapter  rich  in  experience.  The 
transition  from  the  fancies  of  childhood  to  the  realities  of  life  is  often  difficult  and  painful  and 
we  naturally  welcome  anything  which  facilitates  the  change.  A  college  education  makes 
easier,  or  at  least  should  make  easier,  our  adaptation  to  life  and  its  varied  problems.  The  fact 
that  college  and  knowledge  rhyme  so  pleasantly  may  lead  some  to  believe  that  the  two  are 
synonymous.  However,  to  worship  the  idol  of  erudition  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  activities 
and  interests  is  to  invite  the  emptiness  of  a  one-sided  existence.  The  opportunities  to  form 
friendships,  to  improve  or  acquire  ideas,  to  develop  tastes  for  things  of  lasting  value,  to  under- 
stand others  and  be  understood  ourselves,  have  all  been  ours.  Now  we  can  better  evaluate 
what  we  have  achieved  by  thinking  of  what  we  might  have  achieved. 

The  chapter  entitled  "College"  begins  in  the  Autumn  of  1934.  The  opening  pages  recall 
how  impressive  the  campus  and  buildings  looked  when  first  viewed  from  the  bridge — how 
lost  you  felt  among  a  crowd  of  other  frosh  probably  all  feeling  the  same  way — how  compli- 
cated the  registration  system  seemed  and  how  the  feeling  of  "maybe-I-shouldn't-have-come-to- 
coUege"  overtook  you  occasionally.  From  the  words  rise  memories  of  the  big  straw  hats, 
the  Eton  collars  and  purple  ties — the  middies  and  the  purple  berets — the  faces  smeared  with 
rouge  and  lipstick — the  rather  futile  attempt  to  find  the  right  classrooms  without  encountering 
any  sophs — Ewener  leading  the  more  aggressive  frosh  in  a  campaign  of  active  resistance — 
F.  C.  B.  teaching  school  in  a  country  school-house  before  a  bewildered  class  and  an  equally 
bewildered  teacher,  inspired  to  the  heights  by  assorted  praises  and  threats  from  a  belligerent 
group  of  sophomores — the  consoling  thought  this  year's  crop  of  frosh  is  next  year's  crop  of 
sophs.  Rugby  games  on  Saturday  afternoons  in  a  stadium  bright  with  autumn  sun — gently 
swaying  flags — trees  clad  in  blending  shades  of  red,  brown  and  yellow  as  If  they,  too,  sought 
to  vie  for  honours — the  motley  garments  of  spectators,  forming  a  moving  block  of  colour  that 
rises  with  each  wild  burst  of  cheering  and  then  settles  slowly  back  to  its  former  place  or 
shifts  slightly  to  right  or  left  to  follow  the  play — rich  green  turf,  an  emerald  centrepiece  divid- 
ed with  mathematical  precision  by  thin  white  lines.  Bill  Marsden's  campaigns  against  speeding 
and  reckless  driving,  usually  followed  by  two  days  of  general  caution,  then  a  relapse — dances 
in  Convocation  Hall,  soft  lights,   sweet  music,  the  shuffle  of  many  feet,  the  galaxy  of  pretty 
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and  charmingly  witty  girls  that  makes  you  wonder  if  perhaps  you  haven't  been  attending 
classes  with  your  eyes  closed.  The  first  section  of  the  chapter  closes  in  the  Spring  of  1935, 
with  all  but  the  grads  hurrying  away  to  forget  the  strain  of  examinations. 

Our  chapter  continues  in  September,  1935.  As  the  pages  are  turned  we  read  of  the  Big 
Initiation  Probe  in  the  S.  A.  A. — the  student  vote  on  war,  in  which  we  manage  to  solve  one  of 
the  world's  great  problems  by  placing  our  stamp  of  approval  on  economic  sanctions — the 
inter-university  radio  debates  with  Bob  Ford  taking  active  part — the  Senior  Soccer  Team, 
forgotten  men  of  athletics,  carrying  off  the  championship  again  under  Jenk's  careful  guid- 
ance. There  appear  pictures  of  the  Christmas  Lit.,  when  the  price  of  admission  is  only  a  tin 
of  vegetables  or  soup  and  when  Fred  C.  B.  plays  the  role  of  Santa  Claus — Theatre  Nite  in 
February,  Mike  Muir's  band,  the  chorus  of  platinum  (?)  blondes.  Norm  Farrow  and  the  Glee 
Club  rendering  "Ol'  Man  River"  and  "Charlie"  the  Mustangs'  horse  appearing  In  Person  on  the 
stage  but  regrettably  breaking  completely  in  two  during  one  of  its  more  strenuous  dance 
routines — the  famous  Annual  Auction  Sale  when  a  choice  assortment  of  dog-eared  books, 
compacts  without  mirror  or  powder,  gloves,  pipes  and  rubbers  for  left  or  right  feet,  is  offered 
to  the  student  body  at  Greatly  Reduced  Prices  For  Cash — the  Veterans  of  Future  Wars  move- 
ment replete  with  soap-box  speeches  et  al.    Again  the  Summer  briefly  interrupts  our  story. 

The  Autumn  of  1936  is  recorded  as  eventful,  if  for  nothing  else,  because  a  freshman  is 
fined  one  dollar  ($1)  for  daring  to  date  a  co-ed.  Succeeding  pages  tell  of  the  startling  Extra 
published  by  the  Gazette  during  the  McGill  riots — of  the  Toronto  week-end  when  the  train  fare 
is  graciously  reduced  to  $2.30  return — of  the  first  of  the  Students'  Concerts,  held  in  Tech  Audi- 
torium— of  the  alleged  Beauty  Contest  conducted  in  guest  of  the  Campus  Queen,  a  rather 
dubious  honour  that  fell  upon  the  shoulders  of  one  Jane  Doe  or  Susie  Doakes,  I'm  not  sure 
which,  but  whose  bored,  blase  and  benign  countenance  appeared  in  reasonably  accurate 
facsimile  in  the  Gazette,  a  measure  probably  deemed  necessary  by  the  Judge  to  placate  the 
other  contestants.  The  Flower  Question  appears  in  all  detail,  a  vital  issue  indeed,  encroach- 
ing as  it  did  upon  our  democratic  rights  by  daring  to  suggest  that  Gallant  Swains  should  be 
PREVENTED  from  buying  corsages  for  their  Charming  Ladies.  Rugby  games,  basketball  games, 
hockey  games  flash  before  our  eyes — another  Theatre  Nite,  with  the  Huron  College  Quartet 
billed  opposite  Fred  McMurray  and  Carole  Lombard — plans  for  a  Field  House  constantly 
accumulating,  money  for  the  same  doing  likewise  but  a  little  more  slowly.  The  third  section 
of  the  chapter  ends  in  the  Spring  of  1937. 

In  the  fall  of  1937  the  Taylor  name  appears  in  print  once  again,  another  initiation  pro- 
testor— Bob  Syrett  edits  the  Gazette  on  a  strictly  News  basis,  incurring  the  wrath  of  the 
Powers-That-Be  by  printing  the  now  famous  Kiss  Picture  which,  incidentally,  really  brought  to 
light  the  evils  of  initiation — our  own  Smokey  Box  heading  the  Senior  Rugby  Team  and  play- 
ing brilliantly  to  lead  them  to  the  play-offs — the  University  Band  led  by  alumnus  Don  Wright 
appears  in  dazzling  new  uniforms  and  Beth  Forbes  wins  deserved  glory  as  Canada's  First 
Co-Ed  Drum  Major.  Each  passing  page  calls  to  mind  other  events — the  Middaugh  vs.  Syrett 
Battle  of  Words — the  Co-Ed  Prom  and  Hemphill  with  his  bunch  of  carrots,  F.  C.  B.  and  his 
newly-acquired  curly  hair,  Allen's  afterward  with  Smokey  doing  his  dance,  and  scat  sing- 
ing by  Claude   Moore   and  our  dignified  Prefect. 

So  the  chapter  ends.  It  has  been  interesting  from  beginning  to  end,  a  wonderful  experi- 
ence that  has  passed  and  gone  all  too  soon.  The  next  chapter  awaits  us,  beckoning  and  chal- 
lenging by  its  very  uncertainty.  Let  us  move  on  from  here  with  an  enthusiasm  kindled  afresh 
by  new  ideals,  by  new  friendships,  by  knowledge  and  by  memories,  cherishing  them  for  the 
priceless  gifts  they  are  and  living  a  richer  life  from  their  possession. — W.  D.  C. 
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Custom  and  tradition  demand  that  to  the  outgoing  graduates  there  shall  be 
addressed  words  of  advice  and  of  inspiration.  It  is  a  sort  of  postscript  to  the 
contact  of  years,  an  opportunity  to  express  the  wish  that  hopes  which  have 
been  cherished  in  undergraduate  days  may  be  realized  in  full  measure  in  the 
years  ahead.  Some  go  out  with  ten  talents,  some  with  less.  The  mere  posses- 
sion of  the  talents  will  not  avail  much  of  itself.  Pasteur  said  in  a  speech  to 
some  Arbois  students  that  it  was  "through  assiduous  work,  with  no  special  gift 
but  that  of  perseverance  joined  to  an  attraction  towards  all  that  is  great  and 
good"  that  he  had  met  with  success  in  his  researches.  I  know  of  no  better 
recipe  for  success.  Cultivate  the  enthusiasms  of  the  days  just  closed.  Lay  up 
a  stock  of  new  enthusiasms  in  the  days  ahead.  Some  of  them  will  fall  by  the 
way.  Those  that  remain  will  carry  you  over  many  a  rough  road  and  through, 
many  a  tangled  place.  Be  open  to  new  ideas,  seek  new  ends  to  pursue.  So 
will  life  be  richer  and  fuller  to  the  very  end.

I  do  solemnly  swear,  by  whatever  I 
hold  most  sacred: 

That  I  will  be  loyal  to  the  Profession  of 
Medicine  and  just  and  generous  to  its 
members; 

That  I  will  lead  my  life  and  practise  my 
profession  in  uprightness  and  honour; 

That  into  whatsoever  house  I  shall 
enter,  it  shall  be  for  the  good  of  the  sick 
to  the  utmost  of  my  power,  holding  my- 
self far  aloof  from  wrong,  from  corruption, 
from  the  tempting  of  others  to  vice; 

That  I  will  exercise  my  profession  sole- 
ly for  the  cure  of  my  patients,  and  will 
give  no  drug,  perform  no  operation,  for 
a  criminal  purpose,  even  if  solicited;  far 
less  suggest  it; 

That  whatsoever  I  shall  see  or  hear  of 
the  lives  of  men  which  is  not  fitting  to  be 
spoken,  I  will  keep  inviolably  secret. 

These  things  do  I  swear. 

And  now,  should  I  be  true  to  this  my 
oath,  may  prosperity  and  good  repute  be 
ever  mine;  the  opposite,  should  I  prove 
myself  forsworn. 
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One  bright,  sunshiny  morning  in  September  1932  the  halls  of  the  University  were  filled 
with  happy  hopeful  students  registering  in  their  various  courses,  forty-three  of  them  newcom- 
ers in  the  class  of  Meds  '38  joining  the  seven  left  of  the  nine  who  had  begun  the  year  before 
in  the  B.A.M.D.  course.  In  the  days  that  followed  they  were  subjected  to  one  of  the  last  of  the 
traditional  initiations,  including  a  fight  on  the  steps  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  which  ended  hours  later 
when  certain  foot-sore  and  weary  travellers  once  more  reached  the  city  limits  and  home  as 
the  first  shades  of  dawn  were  breaking.  That  initiation  was  the  last  to  include  the  march 
through  town  with  the  historic  carriage  and  bell,  prodded  by  showers  of  fruit  and  eggs  whose 
chief  virtue  did  not  lie  in  their  freshness. 

Through  the  year  the  class  strove  valiantly  to  grasp  the  fundamentals  of  their  premedical 
courses,  now  long  since  forgotten,  and  at  the  same  time  establish  a  reputation  both  socially 
and  athletically,  both  of  which  were  extremely  successful.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  class 
regretfully  said  "good-bye"  to  seven  of  their  nuihber  and  the  following  autumn  reassembled 
with  a  registration  of  59  fortified  by  the  addition  of  eight  from  the  class  ahead  and  eight  new- 
comers from  the  United  States. 

Second  year  saw  them  administering  the  whip  over  the  freshmen  and  participating  in  the 
last  tug-o'-war  and  flagpole  rush.  As  the  year  rushed  on,  they  gradually  became  acclimatized 
to  the  odour  of  dogfish  and  penetrated  the  inner  mysteries  of  the  rabbit.  Mid-term  brought  a 
great  transition — the  first  courses  at  the  Medical  School,  and  at  last  the  curriculum  showed  signs 
of  being  practical,  especially  when  one  sneaked  upstairs  to  the  Anatomy  Lab.  and  gazed  in 
ill-concealed  awe  at  the  dissections.  But  seventeen  left  that  May  who  did  not  enroll  in  the  fol- 
lowing fall  with  the  42  old  members  and  the  six  new  ones,  three  from  the  B.A.  courses,  two 
from  the  preceding  class  and  one  from  Toronto. 

Through  the  following  years,  the  class  gradually  dwindled,  losing  eleven  in  the  third  year, 
three  in  the  fourth  year  and  one  in  its  fifth  year  and  gaining  two  from  outside  universities  in  the 
fourth  year,  thus  leaving  only  thirty-four  coming  up  to  the  final  examinations,  twenty-one  of 
them  from  the  original  fifty  who  were  in  the  class  in  1932. 

As  gradually  the  courses  became  more  and  more  practical  and  less  abstract,  finally  the 
class  reached  the  clinic  stage  in  fourth  year  and  became  clinical  clerks  at  the  bedsides  the 
year  after,  and  the  same  year  at  mid-term  learned  what  might  be  expected  in  years  to  come 
as  telephones  rang  at  mystic  hours  to  herald  an  impending  obstetrical  case. 

Finally  came  the  aura  of  importance  of  the  senior  year,  in  many  cases  following  a  sum- 
mer of  practical  work.  For  the  first  time,  the  class  left  the  position  of  the  last  class  in  the  old 
curriculum  and  became  the  first  in  the  senior  year  of  the  new  course,  taking  a  more  active 
part  than  any  previous  class  ever  had  opportunity  to  obtain. 

Academically,  the  class  have  been  highly  successful  and  have  set  a  high  standard  for 
those  to  follow.  Twelve  of  the  class  have  secured  degrees  in  science  or  arts;  several  have 
already  won  scholarships:  and  many  are  even  now  laying  plans  for  extensive  post-graduate 
study. 
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In  the  various  fields  of  sport  the  class  has  shone  brightly.  For  several  years  they  have 
held  the  inter-faculty  cup  for  hockey,  and  have  fielded  brilliant  volleyball  and  basketball 
teams.  Certain  individuals  have  so  stood  out  that  they  have  been  called  upon  to  represent  the 
school  and  the  university.  Foremost  among  these  have  been  Boyce  Sherk  and  Fred  Smith, 
whose  names  are  carved  deeply  into  rugby  history  at  Western.  Pete  Gettas,  Frank  Babb, 
Herbert  Lipson,  John  Tindall,  John  Munn  and  Milton  Sachs  have  all  contributed  in  their  various 
specialties. 

The  class  of  '38  has  more  than  carried  its  share  of  burdens  in  the  arena  of  journalism. 
Under  Bill  Tighe,  with  the  aid  of  Chris  Crysler,  the  Meds'  Journal  reached  an  unequalled  posi- 
tion of  excellence  and  efficiency.  Further,  the  Gazette  has  gained  two  associate  editors  and 
one  Med's  editor,  Harold  Kittenplan  and  Ron.  Bourne,  as  well  as  a  good  number  of  excellent 
reporters  and  columnists  from  its  number.  To  the  field  of  art  the  class  offers  its  unexcelled 
Art  Vogelsang,  whose  works  have  featured  many  At  Homes  and  class  parties;  and  musically, 
they  are  one  of  the  very  few  classes  having  a  distinctive  class  song,  composed  by  its  own 
Mace  Sharpe  of  the  University  Band. 

The  time  to  say  our  last  farewells  is  rapidly  approaching,  every  member  of  the  class  has 
a  position  waiting  for  him,  and  we  face  the  future  full  of  humility  with  the  realization  of  all 
our  limitations  and  full  of  hope  and  optimism  for  the  great  things  we  are  to  work. — G.  R.  B. 
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Work  is  never  ignoble.  Put 
your  heart  and  soul  into  your 
work,  then  your  effort  will  at- 
tain achievement.  This,  with 
a  generous  mind,  portrays 
nobility.

THE  SILVER  JUBILEE  OF  SAINT  PETER'S  SEMINARY 

In  October  of  the  past  year,  St.  Peter's  Seminary  celebrated,  with  fitting 
ceremonies,  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  its  foundation  by  His  Excellency,  the  late 
Michael  Francis  Fallon,  O.M.I.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  London,  and  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  dedication  of  the  new  Seminary  situated  in  North  London. 

In  comparison  with  the  venerable  colleges  of  the  Old  World  and  of  the 
New,  St.  Peter's  Seminary  is  but  of  yesterday,  yet  a  retrospect  of  the  years 
gone  by  reveals  a  record  of  which  St.  Peter's  is  indeed  proud. 

On  the  opening  day,  September  15,  1912,  the  Seminary  had  but  one  faculty 
—  that  of  Theology  —  consisting  of  nineteen  students  and  six  professors,  several 
of  whom  were  lecturing  but  a  few  hours  a  week. 

In  1923,  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  was  added  and  this  brought  the  Semi- 
nary into  close  relation  with  the  University.  By  special  arrangement,  the  Honour 
Philosophy  Course  was  granted  recognition  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts  so  that 
students,  on  the  satisfactory  completion  of  this  course,  might  be  admitted  to 
the  Bachelor's  degree  conferred  by  the  University.  The  introduction  of  this 
new  department  saw,  likewise,  an  increase  in  the  staff  of  professors. 

Development  was  gradual  but  steady  and  by  1925  plans  were  completed 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  building  in  North  London.  Construction  was  begun  at 
once  and  the  building  was  completed  in  time  for  the  Autumn  term  in  Septem- 
ber 1926. 

Records  reveal  that  since  the  foundation  of  the  Seminary,  160  graduates 
in  Theology  have  been  ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  while  90  graduates  in  the 
Department  of  Philosophy  have  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from 
the  University. 

The  majority  of  Priest-graduates  were  ordained  for  the  Diocese  of  London 
but  others  are  to  be  found  in  the  following  Dioceses:  Vancouver,  Nelson, 
Edmonton,  Regina,  Winnipeg,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Pembroke,  Kingston,  Hamilton, 
Scranton,  Pa.,  and  the  Ukrainian  Diocese  of  Canada. 

At  present  the  enrolment  has  increased  to  130  students  in  both  faculties, 
while  the  teaching  staff  now  numbers  12  full-time  professors. 

In  this  year  of  Silver  Jubilee,  St.  Peter's  Seminary  extends  cordial  good 
wishes  to  the  University  on  its  completion  of  seventy-five  years  of  service  in 
the  field  of  higher  education.

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THE  HIPPOCRATIC  SOCIETY 


The  Hippocratic  Society  consists  of  all  medical  students  registered  in  the  second,  third, 
fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  years.  Its  council  is  made  up  of  four  annually  elected  officers  and  the 
presidents  of  the  five  classes.  The  elected  officers'  term  extends  throughout  a  calendar 
year,  while  the  class  presidents  hold  office  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  council  looks  after  the  general  business  of  the  Society  and  is  invested  with  the 
necessary  authority  to  sponsor  the  Meds'  At- Home,  the  Meds'  Banquet,  Symposia,  and 
various   other   faculty   and   inter-faculty  functions. 

The  council  for  1937-38  takes  pleasure  in  making  use  of  this  opportunity  to  welcome 
Meds  '43  to  the  temple  of  Aesculapius,  and  to  wish  Godspeed  to  its  famous  Meds  '38. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society  be  held  in  the  future. 
Here  would  be  an  opportunity  for  the  Dean  to  express  his  pleasure  (or  displeasure)  to  the 
student  body  as  a  unit,  and  for  the  president  of  the  Society  or  his  representatives  to  out- 
line plans  for  student  activities. 

Discussion  appearing  in  the  Gazette  regarding  the  relationship  of  the  U.  S.  C.  to  the 
Hippocratic  Society  and  the  Students'  Administrative  Assembly  moves  us  to  comment  briefly 
here.  In  considering  modelling  our  student  government  after  colleges  such  as  McGill  and 
Manitoba,  let  it  be  remembered  that  these  universities  have  more  faculties  than  we,  have 
many  more  student  members  in  their  respective  societies,  and  that  the  various  faculties  are 
more  closely  allied,  both  "anatomically  and  functionally."  Tradition  separates  Arts  and 
Meds  at  Western.  The  idea  behind  the  move  to  give  the  U.  S.  C.  control  of  student  finances 
is,  presumably,  to  remedy  this  and  to  bring  the  two  faculties  closer  together.  We  think  the 
idea  is  sound,  the  motives  commendable.  But  there  are  more  ingenious  methods  of  begin- 
ning. For  one  example,  though  "called"  the  Honour  Society  of  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  there  is  no  place  for  a  lowly  Med  within  its  golden  portals.  Why  start  with  finances? 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  succeeding  Presidents  will  enjoy  the  benefit  of  such  co-operative 
and  able  assistants  as  were  found  in  the  1937-38  Council,  and  of  such  willing  counsel  as 
from  Dr.  E.  P.  Johns,  Honourary  President,  Dr.  F.  J.  H.  Campbell,  Dean,  Dr.  J.  W.  Crane, 
Secretary,  Alumnae  Association. 

If  we  were  asked  to  give  a  word  of  advice  to  our  embryo  medicos  in  Meds  '43,  it  would 
be  this:  try,  as  you  speed  through  your  course  here  at  Western,  to  pause  long  enough  to 
make  one  contribution  to  your  school.
